BEMVEEN WARSHIPS AND _ 
~ MERCHANTMES. . 


It js satiafuctory to learn from a recant 
-Aduniralty Order says the Naveland Military 
Record, that the return for the last quarter 
of 1921 on signalling between HM. shipa 
and merchant vessels shows’ high per- 
centage» of successful results, signalling 
gevetully being very good. That efficiency 
in vigual signalling has shown a marked 
increase during recent years ia well known,’ 
and there uppears to hire been a corros- 
poriding - improvement in the art os 
practised hy the merchant service, for other- 
wise the excollont results recorded in‘recent 


| coturny could not well havé been attained. 


The war of-course, yave n grout impetus to 
 yignalling in both services,.and it is gratify- 
ing to find that to “all appearance the 
prodiciency then rewebed has uot fallen of. 
Tf is almost ten years since this question of 
signal. communication, between HLM. shipe 
nnd merchant vessels wis ventilated in our 
colamun by letters und urticles based upon 
the eriticivms that Lord Charles Bervaford, 
as he then was, on the want 
of eupable signalmen in the ‘mercantile 
marine. Ho’ had Leen greatly interested in 
this question for many years, having re- 
coguiced ite importance ever since the 
pecavion on which ke made the exy erimentof 
“ gpeaking ” the merchant steamer passed 
by his feet, withuat getting a reply from 
niore than one of them. 

By.1912 conditiona must have undergane 
considerable improvement, for one of our 
correspondents then asserted with con- 
fiden¢e that 90 per cent. of mercuntile 
marine officers were already perfect in’ both 
Morse and semaphore and bad been so for 

ears, long before the Beard. of Trade 
Sncluded it in their examinations," This 
writer wentto the length of guaranteeing 
that if Lord Charles cared to pick out the 
smartest yeoman of signals in the British 
Navy and send ‘him uboard the writer's ship 
lw Would, find his match amongst any of 
the oficers...

We do not think it will be deaied that 
when a warsbip and a- merchant vessel 
meet at sea and are able to hold a signal 
conversation without bitch’ or delay, the

A merchant 
service master has explained what happens 
on-such occasions, whetber the ship is.
